Fears Wide 
Spoilage Of 
Damp Grain. 


SASKATOON—Commissioner Jack 


Vallance of the board of grain com- 
missioners says he is convinced that 
much of the damp grain from last 
year’s crop will spoil in the spring. 

He said in a panel discussion on 
grain drying that the problem is too 
big for the farmers, the province or 
the federal authorities, 


The only grain moving to the lake- 
head now was damp grain and some 
of it contained as much as 25 per 
cent. moisture, The lakehead driers 
have to reduce this to 14.5 per cent. 
Farm grain drying required a tech- 
nique that the farmer for the most 
part lacks, 

The commissioner said he could 
set no store by the commercial grain 
driers on the market, It was up to 
the individual farmer to do whatever 
he could to dry his own grain hefore 
spring.

Industrial Development and Freer 
Trade can be Achieved Together 
Says President 


Suggests long range programme to speed 


process and bring prices closer to U.S. level 


Sees danger in large budget surplus... 
"Reward saving, penalize spending." 


Need for a free and flexible econ- 
omy to meet the challenge of infla- 
tion and foster the long range de- 
velopment of Canada, was the key- 
note of the annual address of James 
Muir, President, at the Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting of Shareholders of The 
Royal Bank of Canada. Inflation, he 
said, was still a major problem, and 
he doubted the effectiveness of high 
taxes as a curb on either private or 
corporate spending. Nor did he con- 
sider the unexpected budget surplus 
of $635,000,000 a reason for com- 
placency; it could become an infla- 
tionary ‘time bomb” unless rendered 
inert by being impounded as a deposit 
in the Central Bank or used to retire 
Government debt held by the Bank 
of Canada, 

“By itself’ said Mr. Muir, “this 
unplanned surplus is neither an effec- 
tive check to inflation nor a reason 
for complacency and self-congratula- 
tion, The danger here is that the 
Government with its increased sur- 
plus and the public with its increased 
savings are better able than ever to 
increase expenditure in the future. 

“I do not think we need worry too 
much about the private individual 
dissipating his savings and so adding 
to the inflationary pressure, Never- 
theless, he should receive every en- 
couragement to add to rather than 
spend what he has accumulated, Un- | 
fortunately, experience does not point 
in quite the same direction regarding 
the Government's surplus. This sur- 
plus, induced as it is by increased 
taxes, perhaps designed to check in- 
flation, actually becomes an inflation- 
ary time bomb unless it is rendered 
inert by impounding it as a deposit 
in the Central Bank or by using it to 
retire Government debt held by the | 
Central Bank, 


FLEXIBILITY NEEDED 

“The ability of our economy to 
sustain the shock of adjustment to 
the economic needs of the defence 
programme depends in large measure 
upon increased flexibility, By flexibil- 
ity we mean in the most-general way 
the ability of prices, interest rates, 
and exchange rates to adjust to 
changing economic conditions. An ex- 
ample of this flexibility is the Gov- 
ernment’s interest rate policy of the 
last year or so. Higher interest rates 
reduce inflationary pressure in two 
ways: first, they curtail the unwar- 
ranted expansion of credit; and sec- 
ond, they encourage thrift by making 
saving more remunerative. 

“Another example of what we have 
in mind is the freeing of the Cana- 
dian dollar in September, 1950. The 
removal of import restrictions of 
January 1, 1951, carried the process | 
another step forward. The success | 
of this exchange policy is shown. by 
the strength of the Canadian dollar 
in the face of a large trade and ser- 
deficit. The so-called “hot” 
money that came into Canada during 
the summer of 1950 has been effec- 


tively cooled off. Indeed, we have 
seen a significant inflow of stable 
investment capital into Canada 


throughout 1951. Moreover’, the basic 
strength of the Canadian dollar has 
been such that the Government in 
December, 1951, removed all remain- 
ing exchange control, and so restored 
to the traditional channels of private 
finance complete freedom in the field 
of foreign exchange, 

“All in all, the free economy in the 
western democracies has gained on 
balance during 1951. We have seen 
the urgent demand of the defence 
economy superimposed on an econ- 
omy already strained by the effort to 
reconstruct a war torn world, It 
should be a source of comfort in 
these trying times that our advance 
towards military strength has not re- 
quired a wholesale retreat into con- 
trols. Indeed, we have managed to 
gain in military strength and at the 
same time to achieve a fuller meas- 
ure of flexibility in our economy, Our 
satisfaction should-not make us com- 
placent, But, barring the final trag- 
edy of large-scale war, we can hope 
through right policy to continue our 
advance towards the twin goals of 
economic as well as political freedom, 

“Economic development means , (1) 
that Canada's population must ex- 
pand at a rate possible only with 
large immigration; (2) that her capi- 
tal investment must continue for a 
long period to be a large proportion 
of her national income, and (3) that 
outside capital must have confidence 
in a government policy of just and 
equal treatment. Economic develop- 
ment means anything but a quiet life 
for workers, businessmen, and goy- 
ernment officials,

HEAVIER TAXES 
NOT EFFECTIVE AS 
SPENDING CURB 


The real test of tax policy to 
combat inflation is whether or not 
that policy penalizes spending and 
rewards saving. With this in mind 
one must recognize that a whole 
multitude of the spending public 
are not even touched by the more 
drastic of the additional imposts. 
In contrast, a large segment of the 
fixed wage and salary group has 
been hit and hit again, That is, of 
course, unfortunate in itself, on 
grounds of strict equity. But the 
real question is, “How much of the 
increase in taxes on this group in 
the last half of 1951 came out of 
savings?" The more that came out 
of savings, the less the effect on 
inflationary pressure. 

Corporations were even harder 
hit in the 1951 budget. But again 
the real question is not, “Is this 
fair?” but “Did the new corporate 
taxes penalize spending and re- 
ward saving?” To this question, 
the answer is simply, “No.” Hu- 
man nature being what it is, heavy 
corporate taxes tend to increase 
spending by corporations because 
the Government is paying a cor- 
respondingly large part of the |! 
shot. i 

The increase in federal excise || 
and sales taxes is unpleasant, but 
these taxes do hit the spender 
where it hurts, Unfortunately he 
does not know what is hitting 
him. Why? Because the taxes are 
levied at the manufacturing level, 
passed on plus mark-up at various 
points from there on, and finally 
concealed in the retail price. The 
system is, therefore, inefficient: 
for it takes out of the consumer's 
pocket much more than it yields 
to the Government in revenue, 
But, worse still, the purchaser 
sees the whole increase in price 
not as a tax, but as a rise in the 
cost of living and a reason for 
demanding higher wages for his 
work or a higher price for his 


product. 
A further aggravation is that 
provincial and municipal sales 


taxes, levied on the retail price, 
obviously become in part a tax on 
taxes. This is bad in principle, and, 
as we have seen, it lacks even the 
virtue of expediency: in the fight 
on inflation the federal tax is iné 
effective because concealed. It is 
unfortunate that.in 1951 this slap

Canadians to buy home-manffactured 
goods, merely reintroduces some of 
the inflexibility we have been trying 
to avoid. Whatever one may think of 
protection as a means to economic | 
development, it is true that our posi- 
tion next to the United States makes | 
a high tariff both a cause for discon- 
tent and a temptation to break the 
law, The alternative, competition 
with U.S. industries enjoying the low 
costs of a large mass market, might 
seem at first glance (at least in the| 
opinion of many) to rule out a diver- 
sified industrial economy for Canada, 

“Now the dilemma I have posed is 
a serious one, particularly in the im- 
mediate future; but I believe it can 
be resolved, Indeed the problem may 
appear bigger than it really is; for 
tariff protection tends both to retard | 
and to conceal the true efticiency of | 
a nation’s industry. 

“At this point I wish to make it 
clear that in the remarks I am about 
to make I take no position in the 
political controversy so long associat- 
ed with our tariff policy, What I shall 
try to do is to discuss the economic 
problems involved. 

“There is little doubt in my mind| 
that Canada can achieve both indus- 
trial development and freer trade, Our | 
problem is to hasten the process. Our 
first step should be a long-run pro- 
gramme to reduce or abolish excise 
and sales taxes at the manufacturer's 
level, thereby reducing the disparity 
between prices to the consumer in 
Canada and to the consumer in the 
United States. The result will be a 
more rational price and tax structure | 
for the developing Canadian economy, 

“Our second step should be another 
long-run programme to get reciprocal 
concessions in trade, particularly 
from our nearest neighbor, the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Moreover, both steps in the sug- 
gested programme would reduce the 
present disparity between prices on a 
wide variety of articles to the con- 
sumer in Canada and to the consumer 
in the United States. This is not only 
good in itself but may give some as- 
surance at least that our trained and 
talented young people will not be 
tempted away, but will seek their 
fortunes in their nativelland and con- |

Over $2.5 Billions 


T. H. Atkinson, General Manager, 
in reviewing the bank's 1951 report 
stated that total assets of The Royal 
Bank of Canada has now reached the 
imposing total of $2,515,645,208, This, 
he said, was a new high mark in 
Canadian banking history and a fig- 
ure which would undoubtedly be not- 
ed throughout the financial world. 

Deposits likewise had reached re- 
cord totals, said Mr, Atkinson, “Apart 
from government balances which, as 
previously mentioned, are lower by 
same $46,000,000, interest-bearing de- 
posits have increased $19,805,000, to 
$1,123,723,000 and non-interest bear- 
ing deposits are up $39,694,000 and 
now stand at $1,085,717,000, The hal- 
ances in both categories constitute 
new records. We are particularly 
pleased that the number of deposit 
accounts on the hooks of the bank 
increased over 100,000 during the 
year and now exceed 2,100,000." 

Mr. Atkinson reported profits for 
the year had increased $1,137,926 
although this had been somewhat 
more than cotinterbalanced by in- 
creased taxes. After providing for 
taxes, depreciation and dividends, in- 
cluding an additional dividend of 
$700,000 (at the rate of 20c per 
share) the bank transferred two mil- , 
lion dollars to the Reserve Fund and 
carried forward $1,026,153. 

The bank's programme of improve-’ 
ment to branches, which has gone on 
steadily since the end of the war, 
continued during the year to provide 
the public and staff with modern, 
up-to-date facilities and surround- ° 
ings. Branches in operation on No- 
vember 30th totalled 761, of which 
62 were located in countries outside 
of Canada,

Mr. Atkinson noted that Canada is - 
today one of the foremost trading 
nations of the world and he paida 
tribute to the Government depart-_ 
ments responsible for developing new 
markets for Canadian producers. 
Without world-wide banking  facili- 
ties, however, Canadian traders would 
be seriously handicapped, he said. 
The Royal Bank of Canada was ina 
unique position to provide such ser-~ 
vice because of its 62 branches in the 
Caribbean area, Central and South 
America and its direct representation 
in London, England, New York and 
Paris. 

“We have, of course, world-wide . 
relations with correspondent banks in 
all countries where we have no

Saskatchewan Says “We Have Seen 
| The Worst That Weather Can Bring Us” 


SASKATOON. — Dr. John Mitchell, head of the soils depart- 
ment of the University of Saskatchewan, said that Saskatchewan 
need not fear another depression of the kind which struck the 


province in the 1930's. 


Dr, Mitchell spoke at 
week convéntion here. 

He said ‘we have seen the worst 
that weather can bring us, but we 
have also seen the best. We have 
worked great improvements in con- 
serving moistiye through good sum- 
merfallow practices and in consery- 
ing soil, we have learned a lot about 
farming. “Nothing should dismay 
us.” 

Dr. Mitchell said that in the last 
50 years Saskatchewan had increased 
its acreage of cultivated land from 
1,122,600 acres to 385,590,200 acres, 
He estimated that by the use of more 
efficient methods of farming the pro- 
ductivity of present cultivated land

OTTAWA.-—Manitoba's production 
of creamery butter was down one 
per cent, in 1951 front 1950, accord- 
ing to dominion bureau of statistics 
figures released.

The small chicken in 
shops today has been raised on special 
feeds to produce the most tender and 
meaty bird is as short _a time, and 
at as small a cost, as possible, These 
ligi:t weights most of them under 12 
woeks of age, weight an average and 2 
and a quarter pounds eviscerated, and 
are available all year. They may be. 
purchased either whole or cut up. 
There are two ways of buying cut up 
chicken, all the cuts of the Wird to- 
gether in one package, or each cut, 
such as the breast and legs, separ- 
ately, This is ideal for a small fam- 
ly as they can ‘buy just as much or as 
little as they need, and favorite parts 
may be selected. The breast and 
legs are naturally higher priced than 
the whole ready-to-cook bird, while 
the back, neck and wings sell for 
less per pound. The cheaper cuts are 
economical for fricasses and soup. 
The light weight chickens are 
dressed eviscerated and delivered to 
market as quickly as possible to keep 
the fresh, They should be kept in the 
refrigerator until cooked. 


The home economist of the consum- 
er section of the department of agri- 
culture have tested cooking methods 
for these young birds and find them 
a pleasant, tasty change from every 
day meals They recommend fried 
chicken as excellent party fare, or 
just as a special family treat. The 
whole eviscerated chicken may be 
bought and cut up in the home, or 
the ready to cook cut ups may be 
used, Coat the pieces with fiour, 
salt, pepper and a little paprika, The 
paprika ‘helps in the browning. An 
easy way to do this is to put the 
coating mixture in a bag and shake 
the chicken in it, several pieces at 
a time. Heat a half an inch of fat in a 
heavy frying pan. Never allow the 
fat to reach the smoking point. care-

As 
an alternative metiod of cooking the 
chicken, afer browning the pieces 
may be transferred to a shallow un- 
covered pan and baked in a moderate 
over for twenty minutes. 


Requests for germination tests at 
the Dominion Plant Products Division 
Calgary, are increasing daily. Seed 
offered for sale must be tested by 
the plant division, but farmers who 
intend to use their own grain for 
seen can help to relieve the pressure 
by testing at home, J. E. Birdsall, 
supervisor of crop improvement, Al- 
berta Department of Agriculture, sug 
gest a simple method for home germ- 
ination tests. Plant 100 seeds half 
an inch deep in a flower pot or 
other container, he advises, Keep the 
soil moist, and at room temperature. 
At the end of 12 days a count of the 
emerged plants will give the percent- 
age of germination. Make stre that 
you get an average sample for test- 
ing. Don’t take it off the top of the 
bin. One thing that must be kept in 
mind is that damp grain will not 
grow readily, Mr. Birdsall suggests 
that unless your grain was threshed 
dry you take two samples for test+ 
ing. Plant the first 100 seeds im- 


mediately. Spread out the other sam- 
ple where it can be air dried at room 
temperature for several days.

value of damp grain for sced. 

Delayed Germination. An unusu- 
ally large amount of damp grain is 
being held on western farms this 
winter for sced. Damp grain pre- 
sents a real germination problem. 
Owing to ‘the fact that high mois- 
ture content is associated with 
delayed germination (strong seed 
dormancy), seed-grain stored under 
damp conditions in the farm bin 
will not germinate satisfactorily 
until warm Spring weather occurs, 
However, if a farmer's grain is 
reasonably dry, containing less than 
16% moisture, a germination test 
made this winter will give a reliable 
indication of its ability to germinate 
in the Spring, and hence its -true 
value for secding purposes. @ 

Recommendations. The germina- 
tion tests made by this Depart- 
ment strongly support the following 
Official recommendations with re- 
spect to the use of damp grain for 
seed: (1) Wheat, Oats and Barley 
containing more than 16% moisture 
or Flax with over 1214% moisture 
should not be uscd for seed. (2) No 
farmer should rely on securing 
“good” seed from grain crops that 
will remain unthreshed until Spring. 
(3) Under no circumstances should 
heated, “moldy”, or otherwise dam- 
aged, or “out-of-condition” grain be
